There was a question as to whether SHELTON’S use of WATS line 
was in violation of Title 18, Section 1343, United States Code 
(ITSP - fRAUD BY WIRE). 


Miami presented the above ’mentioned facts to United 
States Attorney Miami, who advised such was not a violation of 
the above section. Miami, with Bureau authority, confidentially 
furnished the Southern Bell Telephone and Telegraph Company 
in forma i ion indicating SHELTON was defrauding that company, 
by the misuse cl his WATS iine.

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 
Georgia, reflect that, this Klan organization was granted 
a corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, 
Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc, 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that 
United Elans was formed as a result, of a split in U. S, 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to 
the source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute 
and United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the 
parent group. These are the promotion of Americanism, 
white supremacy, and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July. 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc,, merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite dOl, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa. 
Alabama. (The organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, 
Imperii; i Vizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the 
South, with units in several southern states.) 

Second source advised that at a meeting in 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961”, the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc.. Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on May 25, 1966, that the 
.UK A is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in 
Severn 1 . st a t , This source said that ROBERT M. SHELTON 
is the Imperial ’.Vizard of this organization and was elected 
to t Iiis pos ition on September 5, 1964, at a National 
Klonvoc.il ion in Birmingham, Alabama. Source stated that 
during April, I960, the national office was moved from 
Suite *4 9 1, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to the 
tarport of SHELTON’S residence, #18 Lake Sherwood, Star 
lioute , Northport, Alabama, which space he had converted 
into a room.

! stimulant: by a patient may in some way jeopardize his 
life, since a doctor administering sodium pentothal 
might :10c realize the extent of stimulants, other drugs, •. 
-or other substances taken by vhe patient, and.conse- TV 
quently the doctor could give a lethal dose of sodium .
